icipalities’ Bill, and the Town’s Bill : 
‘The passing of the Rural Munici-| | 


palities’ Bill marks a milestone in 
the social and material develop- 
ment of the Province. Uuder the 
constitution Alberta has the same 
right of local self government as is 


is an interesting study. It has, on 
the whole, kept pace with material 
growth. 1t was in 1883 that the first 
orlinance mspecting municipalii- 
ies was passed. It was revised and 
consolidation in 1888, and again in 
1894, and a third time in1897. Ac- 
cording to the bill the province will 
be divided into municipalities 
ere miles square, governed by 
seven cbuncillors, The bill origin- 
ally provided. for a reeye, and six 
councillors, but the house and com 
mitte of the whole decided that the 
council when elected should select 
their own chairman, who: will be 
the. reeve. By this means, electors 
will be more apt to consider the 
whole personnel of the council ra- 
ther than the reeve. The Act goes 
into power the next year. The gen 
eral powers and duties of councils 
| have been much enlarged, covering 
'the items of public health, nuisance 
grounds, cemetaries, hospitals, 
wolf bounties, prairie fires, traction 
engines, and enforcing the law re- 
specting motor cars, and many oth- 
e: powers incident to municipal in 
stiitution, The originai bill provid. 
ed to give wunicipalities power to 
prevent horse racing. This clause 
was unanimously struck out. The 
total debentures issued by any mun 
icipality is not to exceeb five per’ 
ceut of the assessed value of the 
land, and shall not run longer than

May determine. The first sitting of 
the board in connection with the in- 
guiry will be held at Ottawa on Feb. 
13 to consider the protedure on the 
inquiry. In the meantime the board 
is applying to the minister of justice 
to appoint counsel to represent the 
public upon the inquiry. ‘The inquiry 
will extend to British Columbia for 
the reason that the tolls of the rail- 
Way companies operating in that pro- 
vince are already the’ subject of in- 
q@uiry, upon the complaints of the Van- 
couver board of trade and the United 
Farmets of Alberta. x 

The order states that many com- 
plaints bave been. made as to the 
rates charged by the railways, but 
the board had delayed taking action 
until the Regina rate case had been 
settled. The Supreme Court having 
ordered in connection with the con-

The 
ew scheme has in view, ft is stated, 
he appointment of a commissioner, 
who will in the added capacity of pro- 
vincial coroner, have charge of in- 
vestigations connected with the com- 
mital of more serious offences, such 
as murder, etc, and the policing of 
the new territory. The name which 
has been connected here with that 
post is that of Coroner, Inglis. The 
commissioner will have an assistant 
under him. 

It is stated that the policing of the 
new territory will involve the appoint- 
ment of patrols, the work of which 
will be much similar to that of the R. 
N. W. M. P. The office of provincial 
chief of police, it is understood, will 
still be maintained, but his work will,

DOMINION/PLANS TO EXTEND ZOO 


Preparation of Jasper Park For Game 
» To be Taken up In Spring 

‘Edmonton, Alta.—One of the first 
things which will be taken up in the 
spring by the Dominion relative to 
the government parks jin Alberta will 
be the fencing and improving general- 
ly of the property known as Jasper 
Park, where another buffalo herd is 
to be developed, and other animals 
native to this part of Canada are to 
be kept. 

There are now at Banff a dozen 
each of elk and moose, which are to 
be transferred to other parts, prob- 
ably within a week or two. his has 
been made necessary by the. rapid in- 
crease of these animals, From this 
the government is taking hope that 
it will be able to stock its own parks 
hereafter without going to any further 
expense in buying big game. | The 
death rate was so low last year, and 
the rate of increase so encouraging, 
that it is hoped the buffalo herd will 
soon have reached a size that may 
make the Canadian Government able 
t> sell to other parks, and finally get 
back the original investment. 

At present there are a few more 
buffalo across the line which may be 
brought over to Canada, as the round- 
up is still going on. Latest reports, 
however, state that black leg is af- 
flicting the buffalo in Montana ser- 
jously, and no more will be allowed 
to come into Canada until it. is thor- 
oughly determined whether or not 
this report is true, and until the pro- 
posed importations are thoroughly ex- 
amined, to prevent the spread of that 
disease in the Canadian herds.

Montreal.—In reviewing the pres 
ent Western crop situation, F. W.

“While there has been much critic- 
ism regarding the transportation con- 
ditions throughout the West it must 
be remembered that the raflways have 
shown their ability to move a very 
large quantity of the crop, when one 
realizes that this includes all graips 
and making due allowances for the 
fact that the harvest this year was 
several weeks later than usual.

Effort to amend Favored Nation Treat-

Increase of 40,000 in Immigration Ar- 
rivals in 1911. 

Winnipeg, Man.—Bruce Walker, 

Commissioner of Immigration, re- 
cently handed out official figures of 
immigration for the calendar year, 
1911. : 
These show an immigration of 351,- 
000, as against 311,084 in 1910, ‘ 
One hundred and thirty thousand 
persons crossed the border from the 
United States last year as compared 
with 121,451 in 1910. ; 
Immigration from Great Britain 
totalled 175,000, which represents an 
increase of 30 per cent. from Scotland, 
and 20 per cent. net from England, 
over 1910, 

There was a relative decrease from 
Europe and‘other foreign countries.

Text of the Lesson, Luke ji, 8-20 
, Memory Verses 10, 11\—Golden Text, 
Luke ii, 11—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M, Stearns. , 


Those days of Verse 1 are spoken of 
in Gal. fv, 4, as “the fullness of time,” 
the time appointed before the world 
was, for the great deliverer to come, 
‘for “known unto God are all His 
works from the beginning of the 
world” (Acts xv, 18). He declareth 
the end from the beginning and doeth 
according to His will both in heaven 
and on earth, turning the king's heart 
whithersoever He will (isa. xlvi, 10; 
Dan. iv, 35; Ps. exxxv, 6; Prov, xxi, 1), 
So it came to pass that the world 
ruler’s decree was used by the Lord 
of all the earth.to fulfill His purpose 
and to cause the Prince of the kings 
of the earth, the King of kings and 


long before appointed time and place. 
But so out of harmony with God is 
this world which He made and the 
people who inhabit it that there was 
no room for the Creator in the world 
which He had made and no welcome 
for Him. “There was no room for 
them in the inn (verse 7). Docs the 
thought of it lead you to say “Oh come 
to my heart, Lord Jesus there is rooin 
in my heart for Thee? If s», then 
you may rejoice in the comfort of 
John i, 12; Rev. iff, 20. 

The story of the shepherds takes u% 
back to Abel and to Moses and Davi 
and Amos. and the darkness makes 
us think of the darkness that now is 
and will be till He shall come again 
in His glory (Isa. Ix, 1-3). The night 
is far spent, the day is at hand, and 
the time for our new bodies and the 
redemption of Israel is ever drawing 
nearer (Rom. xiii, 11, 12; Luke xxi, 
28). The shepherds were doing just 
as they had always done, watching 
over their flocks, when the angel ot 
the I.rd.came suddenly upon them, 
and the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them (verse 9). Moses and 
David and Amos were keeping their 
flocks, Elisha was plowing, Peter and 
John and others were at their nets, 
Matthew at the receipt of custom, 
when the special call came to them. 
It is required of some that they leave 
their former calling and of others that 
they continue where they were-and 
therein abide with God (I Cor. vil, 23, 
24). Note*the visits of the Lord to 
such lowly people as Hagar, Monoah 
and his wife, Gideon and others and 
in Isa. Ivii, 15, His two dwelling plac- 
es.. To Zacharias and Mary and the 
shepherds there was given the heav- 
enly “Fear not (verse 10; 1, 13, 30). 
It was also the angel’s niessage on 
the resurrection morning (Matt. xxviil, 
5). How.can we explain our slowness 
to tell all people the good tidt of 
great joy? Is it because the good tid- 
ings has never brought us the joy un- 
speakable of I Pet. i, 8? The letters 
of IT Kings vii, 8, 9, puts us to shame. 
What can we say to Christ? Sudden- 
ly a multitude of the heavenly host is 
heard by the shepherds saying, “Glory 
to God in the highest and on earth 
peace, good will toward men” (verse 
14). Listen to the testimony of more 
than a hundred millions of angels in 
Rev. v, 11, 12, and then if you know 
that you are redeemed join more 
heartily in the song of Rev. v, 9, 10. « 

The Lord Jesus in all His life 6n 
earth never sought His own glory nor 
His own will, and it must have been 
with joy that He said to His Father 
in His great prayer, “I have glorified 
Thee on the earth” (John vi, 38; vill, 
50; xvii, 4). Our motto should be 
“that God in all things may be glori- 
fied” (I Pet. iv, 11; I Cor, x, 31). When 
the Lord Jesus shall have become the 
peace of Israel and sha]! have spoken 
peace to the nations through Israel 
then quickly shall the whole earth 
be filled with the glory of the Lord 
(Mic. v, 5; Zech. ix, 10; Num: xiv, 21). 
His people shall be willing in the day 
of His power (Ps. cy. 3). The angels, 
having executed thelr commission 
went away into heaven; simply went 
home. How easy it sounds, how won- 
derful and glorious it is, that we have 
ever with us these ministering ones 
who behold the face of our Father, in 
heaven (Heb. i, 14; Matt. xvill, 10). 
The shepherds did not seem to ques- 
tion for one moment the good news 
they had heard, and they considered 
the angels as the Lord’s messengers, 
for they said, “Let us go now even in- 
to Bethlehem and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which the Lord hath 
made knownjunto us” (verse 15), They 
did not delay, but made haste and 
found Mary and Joseph and the babé 
lying in the manger as they had been 
told (verse 12, 16), It was mot any 
kind of a figurative manger, but lit- 
erally a place from where cattle ate 
their food. As a rule the statemente 
of Seripture are plain literal stave. 
ments, and unless the language is 
plainly figurative,,as when the Lord 
said, “I am the vine.” “I am.the door,” 
“The trees of the field shall clap their 
hands,” we must take it to mean just 
what it says. Accepting this babe as 
the Saviour, Christ the Lord, they 
made known what was told them °on- 
cerning this child (verses 11. 1{7), 
With the artlessness of simple-minde4 
neople they just belleved what they 
had heard and told what they had 
seen, making us think of Pater and 
John, who said long afterward con. 
cerning the same person. “We “unnot 
but speak the things we have sevn.”
